President, Coolidge, whatever uncer- 


tainties may exist as TO certain phrases of 
his foreign policy, is not an isolationist. In 
his address to the national conference on 
the causes and cure of war he once and 
for all made it clear that isolation will 
lave no parr or parcel in the foreign poli- 
cy of his administration. 
Air. Borah, in 


his exalted position as chairman of the 
senate foreign relations committee and 
Hiram Johnson in ihe majesty of his tra- 
rail. may make the best of this. 3!r. 
Coolidge gave his unqualified approval of 
American adherence to the Permanent 
Court of International- Justice, as was to 
"be expected. lie has been for participa- 
tion in the world court all along, and his 
reference to this tribunal was all that 
could be desired in ihe way of argument 
and indorsement. 
He is not concerned 


that the world court had its origin in the 
League of Nations. He is concerned only 
about the "great contribution to lasting 
peace" that this tribunal, with American 
adherence, may make. This contribution 
will be the gradual working out of ';a sys- 
tem of international law and procedure de- 
serving the support oi! the intelligent pub- 
lic opinion of ihe world", and "it will be 
a triumph of moral rather than physical 


The president skirts closely to-ihe pur- 


poses of the League of Nations when he 
says: ''Jt is unthinkable that the forces 
of public opinion which are adequate to 
maintain order within the limits of a great 
nalion should still be incapable of adapta- 
tion to the international, inter-govern- 
mental differences which grow into the 
causes of Avar. 
Xor is it believable that 


a world-wide public opinion which frowns 
on war would be defied by any nation, no 
matter how powerful." 
There is no ob- 


scurity 1o the meaning of the pronounce- 
ment. It is an open, straight-forward ap- 
proval of an association of nations for the 
prevention of war. Tl is true that specifi- 
cally ii limits thp utilization of this inter- 
national union to moral suasion, but in the 
background there necessarily exists the 
compelence to enforce 
the moral judg- 


ment of the world. 
WJir-thr-r. if enlight- 


ened public opinion were outraged, re- 
course would be had 1o force, ihe presi- 
dent properly dopp not anticipate, for that 
obviously would dep°nd upon the issues 
involved, 
the circumstances 
attending 


them. 1he consequences to the world at 
large and the decision to be made at the 
time.

ferent than AVoodrow "NYilsnn's concep- 
tion of the League of Nations, or of those 
in this country who indorsed it with or 
without reservations.

Jn the domain of practicality, tin-re is no 
doubt that our course, in the mor.-il inter- 
diction of war was defied, would be the 
same regardless of whether wo wen- in 
Mr. Wilson's league or iu Mr. fnolidsre's 
association. . 


As if To promote the incorporation of 


his ideas into concrete action, the presi- 
dent adds: "The interdependence of peo- 
ples and nations becomes more marked 
vith every year. 
None can stand alone. 


None dares court isolation. 
None may 


risk the ill opinion of civilisation. 
1 am 


convinced that it' civilization is worthy of 
its name, then physical force is not the 
only authority which may enforce an anti- 
war policy. 
1 feel strongly that public 


opinion * * * * may be made the ultimate 
authority among nations." 
The presi- 


dent says we shall not be able at onco to 
set up instrumentalities to accomplish 
this, but surely he means that it is to be 
done ultimately.

the streets and Gatling guns interfering 
with traffic. 
It would be like having a 


policeman at gold coast canteen parties. 


Herrin is moxe crude, more cearse. 


more rough in its crime than its neighbor 
to the north. It is not so fastidious about 
putting them out of the way, but it is 
learning. 
"Whereas it used to shoot them 


down 20 at a clip, three or four are con- 
sidered a fair day's outing. 
In time it 


may be expected to assassinate and mur- 
der with the same poise and nonchalance 
as Chicago. It will be less heroic, but it 
will be more genteel, more—how shall we 
sav it?—finished.

FALLEN* ARCHES FROPKR. 


Among the many defects or deformities which 


the amtaeur mother discovers in her first born from 
time, to time is flat foot. The little tot's tootsies 
really seem to have no arches: they're like tVe 
latest fad in figures, all straight lines and no curves, 
But that is all right. "The baby's arches are filled 
with pads of fat. 
There are several kinds of flatfoot. The causa- 


tion, effects and treatment of the troubles of course 
vary with the character of the abnormality present 
anti the successful management of, a given case 
calls for the knowledge and skill of the physician, 
since the foot is more or less a part of the human 
system. Indeed, the physician's care of the general 
health is often more important that any mechanical 
manipulation of the foot and" in many cases, par- 
ticularly in young persons, the general treatment 
is all that is' necessary or advisable. It is a grave 
mistake, as everybody knows, to begin the use .of 
crutches when one's legs feel weak or lame. It is 
a greater mistake to resort to alleged arch props 
or footwear which purports to "support" the arches, 
unless this is done by direction of a surgeon. 


In some recent talks I have described here the 


commonest kind of flatfoot, known as static val- 
gus. pronated feet, weak ankles, weak feet, early 
flatfoot. The use of arch props and similar sup- 
ports in such a condition is likely to do permanent 
harm, for such improper treatment actually favors 
the development of permanent flatfoot. 


Besides static valgus, other forms of flatfoot are 


rigid fMtfoot, paralytic flatfoot, infectious flatfoot 
(that which occurs in some cases of rheumatoid 
arthritis), and" the natural flatfoot of babies and 
negroes. The natural flatfoot of babies is merely 
a filling- of the hollow of the arch -with a pad of 
fat. 
as already mentioned. The natural flatfoot of 


vigorous healthy negr.oes is a. racial anatomatical 
characteristic, like the flat nose and thick lips of 
the colored race. Some individuals of pure white 
blood nevertheless have rather flat noses or low 
arches, while others have abnormally thin lips and 


Sh arches. It would be as futile to attempt to 


change the shape or size of the nose with a brace 
or other appliance as it is to try to change the 
shape of a naturally low or arched, foot. 


If the conditions in a given case seem, to call for 


support, it becomes a problem for the physician to 
decide whether this should be applied' by means of 
specially adapted shoes perhaps having- raised inner 
borders, or by flexible strapping, or by flexible pad, 
or by rigid plates made upon casts. In many cases 
of e'stablished flatfoot or "falling arches," it is 
neccessary to restore the foot to its normal posture, 
by manipulation under an anesthetic, before any 
Corrective measures can be of avail. It would be 
foolish to subject the feet to the Indignity of arch 
props or other mechanical support if there are 
fixed subluxations or partial dislocations of the 
bones of the foot; surgical treatment is indispensibla 
to restore flexibility before the arch plates can be of 
anv service.

Nothing Wild 
About Boom 
In Wall-St 


BY FREDERIC J. IIASKIN 


Washington. D. C.—Since tho elec- 


tion the New York stock exchange 
has been the scene of what has ap- 
peared from the cutisde to be wild 
speculation. On many days more than 
a million shares of stock have chang- 
ed hands, involving vast sums o£ mon- 
ey. There has been a real stock mar- 
ket boom of proportions not experi- 
enced for some years. 


A study of this activity has reveal- 


ed that this boom te substantially dif- 
fere"ht from the usual type. Stock 
market boom ordinarily reflect trad- 
ins among professional dealers and 
spectators, those who think they see 
oportunities either to buy low anam 
few days sell at n higher figure, or 
to sell at a good price and buy-txt^ a 
lower figure before making delivery, 
which is known as selling short. Al! 
such trading is done on margin, which 
means that the purchaser does not 
put up the full purchase price but 
only about ten points. He really takes 
a sort of option on a' stock, selling 
it again before he 
really possesse: 


the shares. 


The difference Ir. the present boom, 


as revealed by a study of the trading, 
is that a much larger percentage of 
stocks has been purchased outright 
by investors. Orders have been placed 
for stock and paid for In full, the 
certificates being delivered^to the buy- 
er who intends to hold them indefin- 
itely. 


U. .S. BANK LEARNED IT 


The federal reserve board probably 


was the first agency to discover this. 
When speculators are trading- active 
ly, they deal with borrowed money. 
When the stock market boom began 
to develop the 
Board expected that 


a strong- demand for credit would de- 
velop as usual and its failure to ap- 
pear resulted in an .analysis of the 
situation. Tha investigation 
showed 


that there was no greatly increased 
demand for bank credit because per- 
sons from all over the country were 
causing the boom by buying stocks 
outrig-ht for Investment This steady 
buying was largely responsible for 
putting the price o£ stocks higher and 
higher. 


This unusual type of stock market 


boom is causing much comment among 
economists and students of American 
financial affairs. It is regarded as an 
excellent sign, revealing a healthy and 
prosperous condition. Examination of 
the records shows that there has been 
a tremendous increase in ownership 
of big enterprises by the people gen- 
erally. Not so long ago a stockholder 
in a corporation was regarded as rath- 
er a rate being. The popular concep 
tion was that the man who owned 
shares and received a portion of his 
income from Individuals belonged to 
the "Wall-st class of rich men. Now- 
adays a stockholder J's a familiar fig- 
ure. Every streetcar load of passen 
gers contains perhaps a dozen stock' 
holders in industrial enterpirses. 


OWNERSHIP SPREADING 


The fresh buying movement reflect 


ed in this winter's stock market boom 
indicates that when the statistic." are 
compiled It will be seen that thous 
anda, have,been added to the nuin 
hers of those who own stocks In In 
dustrial corporations.

stockholders in all companies in tin 
United States.
